Sky pirates 
'deranged/ 
victims say 


MIAMI (AP) - 
Their 28-hour 


3,800-mile flight of terror ended, 
passengers aboard a hijacked jetliner 
have returned from Cuba with bizarre 
tales of three "deranged" sky pirates. 


They also had words of praise for 


the Southern Airways crew which 
landed the crippled DC9 on a foam- 
covered Havana runway. 


Another Southern DC9 returned the 


27 passengers and four crewmen to 
Miami and finally to their original 
destinations Sunday after an attempt 
by FBI sharpshooters to halt the 
hijacking failed Saturday night and 
forced the emergency landing in 
Cuba. 


All three hijackers were taken into 


custody by Cuban officials at Havana. 
Passengers said Cuban authorities 
also confiscated ransom money 
demanded and collected by the 
hijackers from Southern. 


"Everyone thought they would be 


dead in an hour," said passenger Gale 
Buchanan at a Miami hospital, 
recalling how FBI agents shot out 
four of the plane's tires as it prepared 
for takeoff after a refueling stop at 
Orlando, Fla. 


Buchanan, 35, of Auburn, Ala., who 


suffered a sprained knee, was one of 
four persons injured during the 
hijacking. Copilot Billy Johnson, 37, 
mayor of College City, Ark., was shot 
in the shoulder by one of the 
hijackers. 


Buchanan said the hijackers acted 


in a bizarre manner during the cir- 
cuitous, three-nation flight. He said 
they alternately handed out fistfulls 
of ransom money, forced male pas- 


sengers to remove their pants and 
shot the copilot after threatening to 
"put a bullet in your head." 


The hijackers, reportedly armed 


with guns and grenades, had 
demanded a $10-million ransom for 
the plane and its passengers. An 
undisclosed amount of money was 
given to the sky pirates during a stop 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., Saturday. 
Southern refused to say how much 
money had been given to them. 


Authorities say two of the three men 


identified as hijackers of a Southern 
Airways jetliner were free on bond in a 
rape case and the third was a recently 
escaped convict who attended college 
while in prison. 


Detroit police said Henry D. Jackson, 


25, and Lewis K. Moore, 27, each had 
been charged with three rapes and 
questioned in connection with several 
other assaults on womea Neither has 
been convicted on such charges. 


On Oct. 12, the two men appeared in 


court on two charges of forcible rape 
and were released on $500 bond. 


Tennessee prison authorities said 


Melvin Charles Cale, 21, of Oak Ridge 
escaped Oct. 29 from the Nashville 
Community Work Release Center, a 
minimum-security facility for short- 
term prisoners. 


The FBI identified the three as the 


heavily armed hijackers who forced a 
DC9 with 30 persons aboard into a 
marathon hijack odyssey that ended 
early Sunday in Havana, where Cuban 
officials reportedly took them in 
custody.

Sex, drug law 
changes urged 


FONTANA, Wis. (AP) — The 


"simple use and possession of 
marijuana" would be legalized and 
"crimes against sexual morality" 
would be abolished under recom- 
mendations made by the Citizens 
Study Committee on Judicial Or- 
ganization during the weekend. 


The task force appointed by Gov. 


Patrick Lucey ended a two-day 
meeting Saturday after approving the 
proposals which had been drafted by 
its substantive and procedural law 
subcommittee. 


"Some 24 million Americans have 


tried marijuana," the subcommittee 
said in its report. "This widespread 
disregard of the law has produced a 
situation with respect to marijuana 
analogous to that with respect to 
alcohol during the Prohibition era." 


The crimes against sexual morality 


which the task force asked be 
eliminated include private offenses of 
fornication between consenting adults, 
adultery, sexual 
perversion- and 


cohabitation under circumstances 
implying intercourse. 


The subcommittee did not condone 


the use of marijuana and urged the 
state to maintain control of its sale 
by establishing a regulatory body. 


M i l w a u k e e a t t o r n e y 
Robert 


Harland, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, and Howard Packer of Racine, 
vice president of S. C. Johnson and 
Son Inc., vigorously opposed the two 
recommendations. 


Both contended that the marijuana 


and sex matters had nothing to do 
with court reform, judicial salaries 
and elections—which the task force 
had been assigned to probe. 


"It's an outrage to come here and 


discuss reforms relating to our state 
court system and then to go ahead 
and legalize adultery," Packard said. 


But the task force chairman, Mil- 


waukee banker John Geilfuss, saib 
Lucey had not restricted the 40- 
member group from considering and 
making recommendations on criminal 
laws as they affect the courts and 
their caseloads. 


"1 rule these m a t t e r s corne 


appropriately before this committee," 
he said, and a majority of the panel 
members affirmed his stand. 


The task force also endorsed sub- 


committee proposals that the public 
drunkenness law be repealed and 
alcoholics be treated as sick people, 
and that noncommerical gambling be 
legalized. 


~And the study committee agreed 


with suggestions that the sole ground 
for divorce ac!>on s h o u l d be 
"irreconcilable differences which have 
caused the irremediable breakdown of 
the marriage," and that judges should 
be replaced by family court com- 
missioners in the handling of un- 
contested and stipulated divorce 
cases. Further study into the makeup 
of boards to regulate a state legal 
service corporation and to certify 
qualified judicial nominees was or- 
dered by the task force. 


The study committee recommended 


that a legal services corporation be 
formed to provide lawyers for the 
poor and that a Judicial Qualifications 
Commission be formed to certify 
nominees for appointment to judicial 
posts on the basis of merit in place 
of the current election process. 


The task force asked its court 


availability subcommittee to continue 
to look into who should be included 
on a board of trustees to run the 
nonprofit, nonstock agency. 


The subcommittee had suggested 


that the board be composed of the 
chief justice of the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, three members 
selected by the State Bar of Wisconsin 
and five citizen members appointed 
by the governor. 


But the inclusion of any judicial 


representative on the board was 
questioned by some task force 
members, as was the appointing by 
the governor of all of the citizen 
members. 


The task force referred to a special 


subcommittee for further study the 
question of who should be appointed 
to a Judicial Qualifications Commis- 
sion. 


The group's subcommittee on 


judges had proposed that the com- 
mission include three nonlawyers 
appointed by the governor, three 
judges designated by the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, and three lawyers 
elected by the State Bar of Wisconsin. 


Attorney Leonard Zubrensky of 


Milwaukee suggested that the com- 
mission consist of five nonlawyers 
appointed by the governor, one 
member appointed by the chief justice

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Wiretap secret upheld

W A S H I N G T O N ( A P ) - The 


Supreme Court today allowed the 
government to proceed with the 
Pentagon 
Papers 
trial 
of 
Daniel 


Ellsberg and Anthony Russo without 
revealing to them who in the defense 
team was overheard in a "foreign- 
intelligence" wiretap. 


Ellsberg and Russo are charged 


with espionage, conspiracy and 
misuse of government property in the 
publication of top-secret study of 
the origins of the Vietnam war. Their 
trial in Los Angeles has bean delayed 
since July 29 by the dispute over 
wiretapping. 


The court did not comment on the 


issues as it handed down a routine 
order declining to hear an appeal by 
Ellsberg and Russo, who argued also 
that "foreign-intelligence" wiretaps 
without warrants are illegal. 


A dissenting opinion was filed by 


Justice William O. Douglas who 
stayed the trial in July while the court 
was in its summer recess. Justice 
William J. Brennan Jr. also dissented. 


Ellsberg andRusso needed the votes 


of at least four justices to have their 
appeal taken up by the court. The 
vote against them was seven to two. 


Douglas said he regretted that his 


colleagues did not take the occasion 
to lay down some further ground 


ruleb for the conduct of criminal cases 
involving electronic surveillance. He 
also said that it was time "we hold 
that the confidences of the lawyer- 
client relationship remain inviolate." 


Douglas said he had examined the 


logs "and it appears that the elec- 
t r o n i c s s u r v e i l l a n c e was of a 
telephone of a foreign national and 
that the intercepted conversations in 
this case had nothing to do with 
respect to activities of foreign persons 
or their agents." 


Last Aug. 9, U.S. District Judge 


Matt Byrne of Los Angeles, who was 
presiding at the trial, sent the jurors 
home until the court settled the ap- 
peal.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon's special emissary to Saigon 
returns today amid widespread ex- 
pectation that adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger will soon head for another 
peace negotiating session in Paris. 


Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr. was 


slated to report to Nixon following his 
homecoming after two days of talks 
with South Vietnam President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and short stops 
in Cambodia and South Korea. The 
U.S. embassy described the talks with 
Thieu as "cordial and constructive." 


Nixon came back to Washington 


from Key Biscayne, Fla., Sunday night 
for a few hours' stay b e f o r e 
proceeding to his Camp David, Md., 
retreat. 


Just when Kissinger will head for 


Paris to meet again with North 
Vietnam's Le Due Tho remains a 
secret. Administration officials main- 
tained their air of confidence, 
however, about moving toward final 
accord on ending the war. 


Kissinger said Oct. 26 t h a t 


remaining issues could be straight- 
ened 
out 
in

negotiating 
session lasting three or tour aays. 
Since the administration officials have 
left open the possibility that Kissinger 
may need more than one more parley 
with Tho. 


Hanoi envoy Xuan Thuy anticipated 


a further Kissinger-Tho meeting in a 
Paris interview over the weekend, 
though he held to North Vietnam's 
position that the session should be 
devoted to procedures for signing the 
proposed nine-point- pact—not to al- 
tering it. 


Haig's Saigon visit was a further 


Nixon move to overcome Thieu's 
objections to the peace plan and Ime^ 
up a common position for the allies. 


U.S. officials in Saigon indicated the 


talks 
narrowed 
U.S.-South 
Viet- 


namese differences, apparently 
clearing the way for resumption of the 
private negotiations in Paris. 


But the Saigon newspaper Tin Song, 


which is controlled by Thieu's closest 
adviser, said Haig and the president 
had made "no further progress" in 
their talks. 


The report said three major points 


still were to be resolved: the 
withdrawal of North Vietnamese 
forces, the administrative organizat- 
ion to maintain the cease-fire and 
supervise elections and under what 
conditions and when will the inter- 


national body to police the cease-fire 
begin work. 


Thieu has been calling for a pullout 


of North Vietnamese forces from 
South Vietnam, a condition not 
specified in the nine-point plan, and 
has fought any imposition of a 
coalition government on Saigon. 


Haig, Kissinger's top aide, was 


reported to have carried a Nixon letter 
to Thieu. 


Haig conferred in Phnom Penh with 


the Cambodian chief of state, Lon 
Nol, and in Seoul with President 
Chung Hee Park. 


Both countries would be directly 


affected by the nine-point plan. It calls 
tor withdrawal of North Vietnamese 
forces from Cambodia and for a 
pull-out of South Korean troops, 
along with the Americans, from South 
Vietnam. Some 37,000 South Koreans 
are in South Vietnam. 
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China readies blast 
against weapons ban 


UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (AP) — 


China prepared a blast against the 
Soviet Union in the U.N. General 
Assembly today, opposing a Soviet 
proposal for an assembly declaration 
renouncing the use of force and 
banning nuclear weapons. 
_Deputy Foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuan-hua. chairman of the Chinese 
delegation, was one of a dozen 
speakers listed for the assembly 
debate on the soviet proposal. 


Peking's official People's Daily 


commented on Sunday that, while the 
Soviets were poposing the prohibi- 
tion of all kinds of weapons, they were 
building up their supply "for carrying 
out unbridled nuclear threat and 
nuclear blackmail against countries 
with little or no nuclear armament." 


During the assembly's general 


debate on Oct. 3, Chiao described the 
Soviet resolution as "shabby stuff." 
He opposed an u n c o n d i t i o n a l 
declaration against the use of force, 
explaining: "We support just wars." 
And he said the Soviet Union should 


declare that it would not be the first 
to use nuclear weapons before it 
talked of banning them altogether. 


The Soviet resolution, submitted 


Sept. 26 by Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko, declares on behalf of 
U.N. members "their renunciation of 
the use of force in international 
r e l a t i o n s a n d t h e p e r m a n e n t 
prohibition of nuclear weapons." 


It recommends that the Security 


Council give the declaration binding 
force under the U.N charter Bui 
diplomatic sources said Wcsu-rn 
European countries had objected to 
this provision because the V.N 
charter says the council cannot ^dopt 
a binding decision without f i n d i n g 
that there is a threat to peace in a 
specific case. 


The diplomats said the Russians 


were flexible on whether the provision 
should remain, and some of their 
friends were trying to frame the 
resolution in a generally acceptable 
form before it conies to a vote next 
weekend. 


Since the current debate opened. 


only II countries, all Arab or Com- 
munist, have spoken on the proposal 
All of them favored the resolution or 
something similar to it. 


The United States feels that such 


a declaration is unnecessary since the 
L'.N. charter already has committed 
members to refrain from the use of 
force in international relations

1 st storm 
of winter 
hits Europe 


LONDON (AP) — A storm of violent 


winds, rain and snow swept across 
Europe today, leaving more than a 
score of persons dead, homes des- 
troyed or flooded and uprooted trees, 
stil! bearing golden leaves of autumn, 
lying across roads and highways. 


Germany was hardest hit. Winds up 


to 124 miles an hour howled through 
the Harz Mountains. Twelve persons 
were killed at least five by falling 
trees. 


In Huettental, a roof blew off a 


school, killing an 11-year-old girl and 
injuring others at a nearby bus stop. 


In Bremen, a metal sign ripped the 


roof of a packed bus, killing one 
person. In Brunswick a woman was 
crushed by a crumbling chimney. 


The Netherlands, battered by winds 


of 90 m.p.h., lost six persons — three 
from falling trees, two farmers on 
emergency work, and one drowned 
when his boat overturned. 


In Gosselies. Belgium, a woman was 


killed when the roof of her house was 
lifted and fell back, crushing the top 
ston.-. 


In France, a passenger in a truck 


was killed when it was blown off the 
main Paris-Lille road. 


Southern Europe appeared to have 


been protected by the Alps where the 
main passes were closed by six inches 
of snow. 


Snow fell. too. in the Pennine Hills 


of England. Trees blocked roads just 
as their leaves had blocked railways 
three days earlier. Three persons were 
reported killed. Talbot. in south 
Wales, was under three feet of water.

Consumer

"You're probably gulping at the high 


cost of living these days. But under- 
standing the how and why of it is 
another matter.'By learning to under- 
stand the consumer price index (CPI), 
you can get a better idea of the changes 
in the purchasing power of your 
dollar," points out Louise Young, home 
management specialist at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Extension. 


The CPI measures national and 


regional average price changes of 
goods and services from one period to 


another. Often called the cost-of-living 
index, it can help in planning and ad- 
justing family finances. 


The cost-of-living index for June 1972 


was 125.0. This means that the same 
goods costing §10 in 1967 (the base 
price index) now cost $12.50. In other 
words, there has been about a 25 per 
cent increase in the cost of living since 
1967.

and excise taxes. Costs are recorded by 
employed shoppers and then compared 
with previous prices to determine the 
net change. The index is published by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
Department of Labor. 


According to the specialist, the total 


U.S. figure is found by averaging in- 
dividual city price changes. About 56 
cities are included in the census. 
Recently, the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics developed a new set of city con- 
sumer price indexes. So now, you may 
be able to compare price changes in 
your area with changes in another area 
of the same population size, as well as 
with the U.S. average. 


Approximately 400 goods and ser- 


vices are measured by the index. These 
compose the market basket for current 
pricing. The content of this market 
basket, in terms of items, quantities and 
qualities, is kept unchanged. This way, 
any differences in the index from one 
month to the next are due solely to 
changes in prices. 


Five groupings 


Five basic groupings of goods and 


services are measured in the index: 
food at home and away from home; 
housing, which includes rent, ow- 
nership, utilities and furnishings; 
clothing and its upkeep; public and 
private transportation; health and 
recreation. This allows you to compare 
price changes among classes of goods 
as well as the overall price change. For 
example, although most complaints 
lately concern rising food costs, food 
has actually gone up at a lower rate this 
year than home ownership and public 


transportation, reports the expert. 


"As of September, the CPI has not 


risen as sharply this year as it had by 
this time last year. The rise last Sep- 
tember was four per cent over the 
previous year. This year's increase is 3.3 
per cent. Lately, the rise in the cost of 
apparel accounted for about one-half 
the jump," she points out. 


"The CIP can help you understand 


what's happening to your family 
finances. And, the index affects the pay 
of union workers whose wages are tied 
to CPI. It's used as a measure of 
changes in the purchasing power of the 
collar for such diverse purposes as 
adjusting royalties, pensions and wel- 
fare payments. Also, the CPI is used as 
a reflection of inflationary or defla- 
tionary trends in the economy. 


"Keep in mind, though, that the CPI 


is based on price changes of goods and 
services purchase by the broad group of 
city wage earners and clerical workers 
and not to an individual family's living 
cost. And it does not include farm 
families. However, most farm families 
have buying habits similar to those of 
the consumers included in the index. 


"Generally, there's a t\vo- or three- 


month lag between gathering and 
publishing of the CPI. And although the 
400 items measured remain fairly cons- 
tant, your buying habits may not. 
Remeber, too, "she concluded," that 
the statistics are an average of statistics 
from 56 cities. They may not apply to 
every community. The CPI is an 
average measure of price change and 
merely reflects "trends" in the U.S. or in 
particular regions."

Success story leads DAR to work 
toward local citizenship program 
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BY CAROL HANSON 


Post-Crescent stolt writer 


The story of a successful class for 


aliens seeking to become U.S. citizens 
unfolded Thursday evening as Mary 
Pierce of Wisconsin 
Rapids told 


members of the Appleton chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
(DAR) how she came to begin and 
develop a curriculum for such a class 
five years ago in her community. 


Mrs. Pierce, who is national DAR 


public relations chairman, bubbled 
with enthusiasm as she recalled that it 
was in 1913 when the DAR founded the 
national school for aliens in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Although the DAR still aids 
the school, it is now part of the public 
school system, she said. 


Since the inception of the national 


program, Mrs. Pierce pointed out, 10.5 
million copies of the citizenship booklet 
the organization prepared in 1913, 
because there was none, have been 
distributed by the group. Although it 
was originally written in nine lan- 
guages, today it is done only in English 
since applicants for citizenship are 
required to have knowledge of the lan- 
guage. The naturalization department 
still considers this manual the best 
available, although others have been 
written in recent years. 


Idea comes 


Because the DAR ahvays has a 


representative 
present 
during na- 


turalization ceremonies throughout the 
country, Mrs. Pierce was attending 
such proceedings when she got the 
brainstorm to begin a class in her own 
community. 


Liking the idea so much but feeling 


it needed to be talked over, she went 
immediately to her husband's office to 
sound him out. Happily, she reported, 
Dudley thought it such a good idea that 
he volunteered to help teach the class. 


After that she wrote the naturaliza- 


tion department listing her qualifica- 
tions and those of her husband. When 
she was granted permission to proceed 
with the project, she talked with the 
vocational school personnel and began 
developing the course. 


Through the local newspapers and 


radio stations in the eight counties 
making up the vocational school dis- 
trict, the word of the impending class 
went out to the community. 


The first class, held in 1967, saw nine 


persons from four countries — Canada, 
•Belgium, East and West Germany — 
graduate to citizenship. Free of charge 


"to those interested, this class was 


planned to meet twice a week for 12 
weeks. 


Throughout this period, Mrs. Pierce 


was concerned because members of the 
class weren't mixing during the social 
period. This she blamed on national 
origins and on the atmosphere of the 
classroom itself. 


The decision was made to move the 


class to the Pierces' dining room where 
students could meet "eyeball to 
eyeball." 
Here, she said, there 


developed discussion and learning. 


Shortened course 


Although the original premise had 


been to have several people come in to 
teach the students, the Pierces soon 
found themselves taking on the whole 
project with Dudley doing the actual 
teaching. A lawyer, he is a most able 
teacher, she said, and the students feel 


freer to ask questions with just one 
person at the helm. The course itself 
was shortened to an 8-week period. 


During the five years of the project, 


approximately 
10 students have 


enrolled in each class. They study such 
things as government, including 
branches and responsibilities, the Bill of 
Rights, the Constitution, the Preamble. 
They learn the responsibilities of ci- 
tizenship and are introduced to 
American authors and their works. 


While politics per se are not dis- 


cussed, questions are often related to 
present day problems, Mrs. Pierce said. 
A few years ago it was the riots in the 
streets; today it's apt to be freedom of 
speech and its implications, and the 
reasons 
Congress 
— 
the only- 


body with the right to declare war — 
has not done so in the case of Vietnam. 


They wonder, she said, why we 


haven't won that undeclared war when, 
after World War II , we were the most 
powerful country in the world. 


Mrs. Pierce said the aliens find it hard 


to believe that in this country they are 
innocent until proven guilty since the 
exact opposite is true in parts of the 
world where they come from. 


The fact that we are ruled by the 


people, and the concepts of the balance 
of and separation of powers, are totally 
new ideas to these people. 


Mrs. Pierce told of individuals who 


had gained citizenship after completion 
of 
the 
class 
— an 80-year-old 


Norwegian woman who had been in 
this country for 60 years and wanted to 
be able to vote as an American citizen 
before she died; the couple who had 
escaped from East Germany on the "last 
train before the wall went up; the 
English lady who couldn't believe 
anyone would open her home to aliens 
— all are part of the warm feeling she 
has for what she and her husband are 
doing.

TORONTO (AP) — If you'd like to 


save money food shopping, leave the 
children at home and eat before you 
go. 


Judy Stang offers the suggestions 


as short-term ways to help you resist 
expensive impulse buys. 


"All the things that appeal to 


children are at their eye level, and it's 
hard to tell a little fellow he can't 
have some cereal he wants." 


On a longer-range basis, she sug- 


gests looking at your shopping habits. 
Miss Stang is director of consumer 
interests for the Ontario Food 
Council, a marketing arm of the 
provincial department of agriculture. 


"People are very price conscious, 


but sometimes they don't look at the 
quality they're getting." 


For instance, one store may offer 


steaks at a lower price than another, 
but the lowerpriced ones may not 
match the others in aging or good 
trimming. 


"Fruits and vegetables can be ex- 


pensive at certain times of the year; 
we're all tempted by out-of-season, 
imported produce. Again, it's very 
important that you get quality for the 
money. Sometimes a local store or a 
roadside stand can get you better 
quality than a supermarket. 


"Be familiar with when local 


produce comes on the market." There 
are times when canned or frozen 
fruits and vegetables can be a better 
buy than fresh produce. 


"People sometimes make price 


comparisons that really aren't ac- 
curate. 


For instance, people look at the 


price per pound of food rather than 
price for serving. A roast might have 
a ten-cents-apound d i f f e r e n c e 
between bone in and bone out, but 
the bone out could be less expensive 
per serving because you use more of 
it. 


"If you buy frozen fillets of fish, you 


get four servings to the pound 
because there is no waste." 


baking potatoes. And foil is a bad 
thing to store potatoes in; you can 
get black rot inside because of the 
moisture. 


"It's not always true that the larger 


the size the cheaper something is per 
unit. It depends partly on what is the 
most popular unit. Sometimes it's 
cheaper to buy the smaller size of 
instant coffee, because more people 
do so. 


"Most people don't really read in- 


structions or labels unless something 
goes wrong. Read the labels on frozen 
dinners, for instance, because they list 
ingredients in order of quantity. You 
can get a iair idea of how much meat 
is in it and how much you're paying 
for it." 


But she says some cake mixes make 


a cheaper cake than you can make 
starting from scratch, and frozen 
french fries can be cheaper than 
home-made when you consider the 
cost of cooking oil. 


"To be a good shopper today, you 


have to take it seriously because there 
are so many products available and 
so many sizes. It takes ability and 
some skill as a cook." 


Miss Stang says it pays to know 


prices so that you know when a 
special really is a special, and even 
then, buy carefully. 


"Buy what you need. If you can't 


store food properly or eat it fast 
enough, a special might not be special 
for you." 


Learn enough about meats and 


produce to know what you're buying 
and how to use it, and consider how 
it's presented to you. 


"Look at potatoes wrapped in a 


plastic bag or you might find when 
you get them home that you have 
green potatoes. Plastic bags let the 
light in; you may be better with a 
paper bag. 


"When you buy foil-wrapped po- 


tatoes, you're paying 10 times as much 
as vou pay when you buy a bag of

FRESNO, Calif. (AP) — "Marriage 


is a national institution, like getting 
a driver's license," declares Fresno 
County Family Court marriage 
counselor Lelan Bergstrom. 


"It is up to us to see if these 


teen-agers are qualified to be married, 
just as it is up to the Department of 
Motor Vehicles to see if they are 
qualified to drive a car." 


Bergstrom and a staff of five 


counselors and volunteers in the 
Fresno County Family Services 
Division conduct the counseling ses- 
sions required for underage couples 
requesting court consent to marry. 


Surprisingly, Bergstrom says, many 


times the news of the court's 
requirements for the counseling ses- 
sions comes quite unexpectedly to 
underage teens applying for a 
marriage license. 


"We have tried to forewarn young 


people they will have to comply with 
these rules, but the word just doesn't 
seem to travel. Usually, they don't 
find out about them until they make 
their application for a license. 


He added that one big problem is 


that some couples come in just a few 
days before the wedding, not knowing 
the classes take a week to complete. 
The wedding cake is ordered, the 
church is reserved, invitations are out 
and the couple is stunned to find they 
have been denied permission to marry 
because they have not attended the 
counseling sessions. In such cases the 
couple must either postpone the 
wedding or go out of the county to 
be married. 


Although nearly all pastors and 


churches conduct some type of 
marriage counseling sessions, as do 
many schools, few are considered 
adequate by Bergstrom. 


"So far, no school program in the 


county is adequate," he asserts. "And 
most clergy do pastoral counseling, 
but they don't get into the family 
planning aspects of marriage. Most o~f 
them are happy someone else is doing 
it." 


Bergstrom says he is extremely 


pleased with the way the sessions are 
conducted and emphasizes that 
counselors do not tell couples they 
should or should not get married nor 
that they should or should not use 
birth control. 


"We are only here to inform and 


encourage the young people to dis- 
cuss these problems," he said.

S t a t i s t i c s 
gathered in a descriptive study of the

Leave lost trump out 


for that extra chance 


There's no absolute virtue in being 


'thorough in everything you do. In fact, 
it pays to leave some jobs half-done. 
For example, when you're drawing the 
enemy's trumps, it may be very tidy to 
draw all of them; but it may be far more 
profitable to stop while there is still one 
trump out. Today's hand proves the 
point.

West opened the queen of spades,

Sherry's popularity grows

If Spain made no other contribution 


to civilization, it would still be famous 
for the aperitif, dessert wine and 
cooking ingredient known as sherry. 


Americans have become increasingly 


fond in recent years of this golden 
liquor from the Jerez district of 
southern Spain and often substitute 
it for cocktails before dinner. In doing 
so they have caused some raised 
eyebrows among purists back in the 
sherry country. 


There are many varieties of sherry, 


but only two basic types: finos which 
are dry and olorosos which are darker 
not more than one-third can be drawn 
have been enjoyed as aperitifs and the 
more full-bodied olorosos as after 
dinner wines. But tradition-breaking 
Americans who liked the robust, 
flavor of the oloroso better than the 
more delicate finos often serve them 
before dinner "on the rocks." 


It is an ironic fact that while sherry 


is developing in the casks, no one can 
tell what type it will be. If a yeastlike 
covering known as a "flor" develops, 
the wine will become a fino with a 
faint flavor of fresh almonds. If it does 
not it will become an oloroso. 


One of the beauties of sherry is the 


fact that there are no vintage years 
to worry about. All sherry from Spain 
is a blend of many harvests. This is 
done through a blending method 
called the Solera system. Wines are 
matured in tiers of casks with the 
bottom casks containing the oldest 
wine which may date back a century 


It is from this bottom tier that 


sherry is withdrawn for bottling, but 
not more than onethird can be drawn 
off at any one time and this is im- 
mediately replaced with younger 
wines from the middle tier. The 
middle tier in turn is replenished with 
still younger wines from the upper 
tiers. Thus every bottle contains a 
taste of the oldest wine in the solera 
and a blending of the younger ones. 


Sherry probably was the first wine 


introduced to America. Columbus 
brought it to the New World in 1492,. 
and Sir Walter Raleigh popularized it 
in Colonial America in the 1500s. In 
the 18th century Alexander Hamilton 
acquired such a fondness for sherry 
that he ordered it from Spain by the 
100-gaIlon pipe. 


Sherry has proved an excellent 


ingredient in soups,-newburgs, sauces 
and desserts. With meats it has a 
tenderizing effect either used in a 
marinade or during cooking. 


Here is a popular dessert featuring 


sherry. 


FLOATING ISLANDS 


3 egg whites 
3 tablespoons grape jelly 
l'/2 cups heavy cream 
'/4 cup sugar 
Vz teaspoon grated orange peel 
'/2 cup sherry, chilled (oloroso) 
Beat egg whites until almost stiff.. 


Gradually beat in jelly until stiff 
meringue is formed. Whip cream with 
sugar and orange peel, and fold in 
sherry. Pour into a glass serving bowl. 
Spoon merinque islands on top of 
cream. Serves 6 persons.

Current budget deliberations at City 


Hall have shed light on Public Works 
Department plans for street construc- 
tion, resurfacing, reconstruction and 
other major improvement plans for 
1973. 


According 
to 
budgets 
given 


preliminary approval last week by the 
city council's finance committee, the 
department plans to rebuild 6,960 feet 
of existing concrete street and to install 
11,070 feet of new concrete pavement at 
a total cost of $837,831; rebuild 8,890 
feet of existing asphalt street, resurface 
another 7.180 feet and install initial 
asphalt surfacing on 1,545 feet of road- 
way at a total cost of $166,868. 


Besides being subject to council 


approval when the 1973 budget is 
adopted later this month, the street 
projects also are dependent on separate 
council approval after public hearings 
which are scheduled to be held soon. 


The 11,070 feet of new pavement 


would represent a slight gain in total 
length of streets paved, compared to 
new streets built and awaiting per- 
manent surface. Plans also call for 8,950 


feet of new street graded and gravel 
surfaced next year. 


Some aldermen have complained 


that the paving program has failed in 
recent years to keep abreast of new 
street construction. 


In addition to the paving program, 


the department has won finance com- 
mittee approval of a $407,864 sanitary 
sewer program, including 6,770 feet of 
new sewer and 11,130 feet of recons- 
truction; a $36,700 sanitary sewer ser- 
vice lateral program; a $404,758 storm 
sewer program, including 12,350 feet of 
new sewer and 1,295 feet of recons- 
truction; a $59,304 street oiling 
program; and a $40,579 sidewalk cons- 
truction and reconstruction program. 


Also budgeted subject to council 


approval is $17,750 in bridge repair. 


The largest single project in cost is 


the proposed $311,777 reconstruction oi 
the College Avenue-Memorial Drive 
intersection. 


It is one of three projects for which 


federal aid is to be sought, in the 
amount of $98,123, with the rest to be 
financed by bond issue. Other federal 


aid projects include improvements at 
the Calumet-S. Oneida Street intersec- 
tion, including signal lights, with half 
the $4,500 cost financed federally, and 
reconstruction of Oneida Street in the 
industrial "flats", a $27,600 project with 
somewhat less than half hopefully 
eligible for aid. 


The S. Oneida project was scratched 


from 
this year's 
reconstruction 


program after industrial representa- 
tives in the area said special assess- 
ments would be an excessive burden 
during a period of lagging business. 


Public Works Director Robert Miller 


said the federal portion of the cost 
would come from the relatively new 
Federal Aid-Urban Systems program, 
and the Oneida project would be the 
first Appleton has undertaken under it. 


Reconstruction of Lawe Street 


between Wisconsin Avenue and Alton 
Street, a $300,000 project, would have 
been eligible for $88,000 under the Ur- 
ban Systems program, according to 
Miller.

They are not policemen, and they are 


not vigilantes. They joined together

Although they have no 
concrete program laid out, their overall 
goal is to decrease the "fashionable" 
destruction of property without having 
to call in the police. 


"They are 20 men, fathers of children 


who attend Jefferson School, men who 
are concerned for the safety of their 
children and their neighborhood. Thev 
are referred to as "room fathers." 


"We're out to help the kids, not to 


punish them," said Richard Peeples, 
one of the group's organizers. "We 
want to show them that what's hap- 
pening is wrong, before they end up 
being dealt with by the police." 


Although Peeples does not regard the 


Alicia Park area's vandalism problem 
as any worse than any other pan of the 
city, he rather looks upon it as a 
neighborhood action to deal with the 
situation by using local resources. 


The men want to see the destruction 


of property halted, that molesting of 
younger children by older students is 
stopped, and that no incidents go 
unreported Once reported, they would 
like to deal with the incidents in their 
own way, by counseling with the of- 
fenders as well as their parents, in order 
to show them the uselessness of the 
acts.

It will cost each of the 122,392 per- 


sons in Outagamie County $12.55 to 
foot the county's welfare bill in 1973 if 
the proposed $65 million budget is 
passed without cuts this week. 


The per person cost is second lowest 


of six comparable sized Fox Valley area 
counties, Welfare Director James E. 
Stampp told the Outagamie County 
Board of Social Services last week. 


Stampp computed the costs by 


dividing the county tax levy share of 
the total proposed 1973 welfare expense 
budget by county population. State and 
federal reimbursements finance the big- 
gest share of a county, welfare opera- 
tion and these taxes are not figured into 
Stampp's per capita cost. 


Outagamie County's direct share of 


the welfare costs for next year would be 
$1.5 million. 


The five other counties surveyed by 


Stampp were Brown, Fondu Lac, Man- 
tiwoc, Sheboygan and Winnebago. 


Wmnebago County shows the 


highest per capita cost for direct 
financing of the welfare program, with

No-fault insurance idea endorsed 
by lawyers from mid western states 


CHICAGO (AP) — Lawyers from 11 


midwestern states have endorsed a 
no-fault automobile insurance plan 
which would provide immediate 
reimbursement to accident victims 
while preserving the right to sue for 
further damages. 


The endorsement came Sunday at 


a regional meeting of the American 
Trial Lawyers Association, an or- 
ganization which has opposed most 
state no-fault plans because they 
limit, or eliminate, the right of injured 
to recover for disability or so-called 
"pain and suffering." 


Such damages do not have a fixed 


monetary value. 


In Illinois, the state Supreme Court 


declared unconstitutional a no-fault 
auto insurance plan because it dis- 
ciminated against some accident 
victims and abridged the right to 
recover damages through court ac- 
tion. 


At Sunday's meeting. Leonard M. 


Ring, an official of the lawyers' group, 
said, "prompt and full reimbursement" 
to accident victims from their in- 
surancecompames for medical ex- 
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penses, wages lost and vehicle 
damage without regard to who is at 
fault in the accident "is socially and 
economically sound because it takes 
care of the immediate needs of the 
injured victim and his family." 


But he added that accident victims 


should retain the right to seek ad- 
ditional compensation either by direct 
negotiation with insurance companies 
or through the courts. 


Ring said another provision of the 


reform would prohibit "arbitrary 
cancellations of policy." allowing in- 
surance companies to cancel only 
policies of clients "who do not pay 
their premiums or whose driver's 
licenses have been revoked." 


In endorsing the no-fault concept, 


the lawyers promised to work in all 
50 states to attain "honest insurance 
reform."

CHICAGO — Judging by past 


experience, Chester Marcol's Windy 
City "fanmail" should pick up this 
week. 


Last month, after his 37-yard field 


goal forged a 20-17 victory over the 
Bears, the Packer rookie received an 
unsolicited piece of advice from a Bear 
buff, apparently exasperated because a 
Marcol bullseye also had beaten the 
Bruins in a pre-season game, 10-7. 


Although the letter was unsigned, it 


bore a Chicago postmark and the mes- 
sage was both clear and concise. It 
read: 


"Dear Chester: 


"Go back to Poland." 


After what transpired in Soldier Field 


Sunday afternoon, the Polish-born 
placekicker is expecting more of the 
same — by special delivery. 


Although the elemf ts of victory were 


many and diverse, it again was Marcol's 
seldom erring toe which proved the 
difference as the Packers frustrated the 
Bears, 23-17, with the help of some late 
heroics by Jerry Tagge, Willie Buchan- 
non and Dave Robinson. 


His flawless footwork produced 


Green Bay's last nine points and his 
final field goal, a 21-yard chip shot, put 
him in the Packer record book — after 
just nine games as a pro. 


It was his sixth straight success — 


he was three-for-three for the day — 
and his 20th of the year, eclipsing the 
club's previous single season standard 
of 19, set by Don Chandler in 1967. 


Those contributions, along with a 


12-yard touchdown burst by John 
Brockington and a one-yard scoring 
plunge by quarterback Scott Hunter, 
left the Packers in exclusive possession 
of the NFC's Central Division lead at 
twilight with a 6-3 record, following a 
16-14 assist from the Vikings against 
previous co-leader Detroit. 


What, Dan Devme was asked, had 


wrought this turnabout (the Packers 
were 3-5-1 at this point in 1971)? 


"There are a lot of reasons," said the 


chief architect of the resounding 
renaissance. "A lot of hard work by 
both players and coaches the great 
attitude of a bunch of hustling young 
guys. That's still the most important 
thing. 


"We're better on pass defense, we 


have a better kicking game. In fact we 
are better on all of our special teams. At 
least, so far we are. We still have a way 
to go ... But the season gets shorter 
every week." 


Devine's opposite number, portly Ae 


Gibron, might agree with this last — for 


a different reason —now that his Bears 
have fallen 2Vt games off the pace with 
only five games remaining. 


But Abe was making no apologres for 


the Midway Monsters' performance. 


"It's a shame when you beat the 


out of somebody and still get beat," said 
Gibron, obviously alluding to the fact his 
Bears had outyarded the Packers, 261 
to 170, rolling up 19 first downs to 
Green Bay's 8.

Sky pirates 
'deranged,' 
victims say 


MIAMI (AP) 
— Their 28-hour 


3,800-mile flight of terror ended, 
passengers aboard a hijacked jetliner 
have returned from Cuba with bizarre 
tales of three "deranged" sky pirates. 


They also had words of praise for 


the Southern Airways crew which 
landed the crippled DC9 on a foam- 
covered Havana runway. 


Another Southern DC9 returned the 


27 passengers and four crewmen to 
Miami and finally to their original 
destinations Sunday after an attempt 
by FBI sharpshooters to halt the 
hijacking failed Saturday night and 
forced the emergency landing in 
Cuba. 


All three hijackers were taken into 


custody by Cuban officials at Havana. 
Passengers said Cuban authorities 
also confiscated ransom money 
demanded and collected by the 
hijackers from Southern. 


"Everyone thought they would be 


dead in an hour," said passenger Gale 
Buchanan at a Miami hospital, 
recalling how FBI agents shot out 
four of the plane's tires as it prepared 
for takeoff after a refueling stop at 
Orlando, Fla. 


Buchanan, 35, of Auburn, Ala., who 


suffered a sprained knee, was one of 
four persons injured during the 
hijacking. Copilot Billy Johnson, 37, 
mayor of College City, Ark., was shot 
in the shoulder by one of the 
hijackers. 


Buchanan said the hijackers acted 


in a bizarre manner during the cir- 
cuitous, three-nation flight. He said 
they alternately handed out fistfulls 
of ransom money, forced male pas- 


sengers to remove their pants and 
shot the copilot after threatening to 
"put a bullet in your head." 


The hijackers, reportedly armed 


with guns and grenades, had 
demanded a $10-million ransom for 
the plane and its passengers. An 
undisclosed amount of money was 
given to the sky pirates during a stop 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., Saturday. 
Southern refused to say how much 
money had been given to them. 


Authorities say two of the three men 


identified as hijackers of a Southern 
Airways jetliner were free on bond in a 
rape case and the third was a recently 
escaped convict who attended college 
while in prisoa 


Detroit police said Henry D. Jackson, 


25, and Lewis K. Moore, 27, each had 
been charged with three rapes and 
questioned in connection with several 
other assaults on womea Neither has 
been convicted on such charges. 


On Oct. 12, the two men appeared in 


court on two charges of forcible rape 
and were released on $500 bond.

Melvin Charles Gale, 21, of Oak Ridge 
escaped Oct. 29 from the Nashville

The FBI identified the three as the

Sex, drug low 
changes urged 


FONTANA, Wis. (AP) — The 


"simple use and possession of 
marijuana" would be legalized and 
"crimes against sexual morality" 
would be abolished under recom- 
mendations made by the Citizens 
Study Committee on Judicial Or- 
ganization during the weekend. 


The task force appointed by Gov. 


Patrick Lucey ended a two-day 
meeting Saturday after approving the 
proposals which had been drafted by 
its substantive and procedural law 
subcommittee. 


"Some 24 million Americans have 


tried marijuana," the subcommittee 
said in its report. "This widespread 
disregard of the law has produced a 
situation with respect to marijuana 
analogous to that with respect to 
alcohol during the Prohibition era." 


The crimes against sexual morality 


which the task force asked 
be 


eliminated include private offenses of 
fornication between consenting adults, 
adultery, sexual 
perversion 
and 


cohabitation under 
circomstances 


implying intercourse. 


The subcommittee did not condone 


the use of marijuana and urged the 
state to maintain control of its sale 
by establishing a regulatory body. 


Milwaukee attorney Robert 


Harland, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, and Howard Packer of Racine, 
vice president of S. C. Johnson and 
Son Inc., vigorously opposed the two 
recommendations. 


Both contended that the marijuana 


and sex matters had nothing to do 
with court reform, judicial salaries 
and elections—which the task force 
had been assigned to probe. 


"It's an outrage to come here and 


discuss reforms relating to our state 
court system and then to go ahead 
and legalize adultery," Packard said. 


But the task force chairman, Mil- 


waukee banker John Geilfuss, said 
Lucey had not restricted the 40- 
member group from considering and 
making recommendations on criminal 
laws as they affect the courts and 
their caseloads. 
""I rule these matters come 


appropriately before this committee," 
he said, and a majority of the panel 
members affirmed his stand. 


The task force also endorsed sub- 


committee proposals that the public 
drunkenness law be repealed and 
alcoholics be treated as sick people, 
and that noncommencal gambling be 
legalized 


And the study committee agreed 


with suggestion? that the sole ground 
for divorce action s h o u l d be 
"irreconcilable differences which have 
caused the irremediable breakdown of 
the marriage," and that judges should 
be replaced by family court com- 
missioners in the handling of un- 
contested and stipulated divorce 
cases. Further study into the makeup 
of boards to regulate a state legal 
service corporation and to certify 
qualified judicial nominees was or- 
dered by the task force. 


The study committee recommended 


that a legal services corporation be 
formed to provide lawyers for the 
poor and that a Judicial Qualifications 
Commission be formed to certify 
nominees for appointment to judicial 
posts on the basis of merit in place 
of the current election process.

The court did not comment on the 


issues as it handed down a routine 
order declining to hear an appeal by 
Ellsberg and Russo, who argued also 
that "foreign-intelligence" wiretaps 
without warrants are illegal. 


A dissenting opinion was filed by 


Justice William O. Douglas who 
stayed the trial in July while the court 
was in its summer recess. Justice 
William J. Brennan Jr also dissented 


Ellsberg andRusso needed the votes 


of at least four justices to have their 
appeal taken up by the court. The 
vote against them was seven to two. 


Douglas said he regretted that his 


colleagues did not take the occasion 
to lay down some further ground 


rules for the conduct of criminal cases 
involving electronic surveillance. He 
also said that it was time "we hold 
that the confidences of the lawyer- 
client relationship remain inviolate." 


Douglas said he had examined the 


logs "and it appears that the elec- 
tronics s u r v e i l l a n c e was of a 
telephone of a foreign national and 
that the intercepted conversations in 
this case had nothing to do with 
respect to activities of foreign persons 
or their agents." 


Last Aug. 9, U.S. District Judge 


Matt Byrne of Los Angeles, who was 
presiding at the trial, sent the jurors 
home until the court settled the ap- 
peal.

Reaume as in Rome, 
Ree-ome or Rayoom? 


KAUKAUNA —The extension of Rcaurne Avenue into city-owned 


property has led to speculating about the proper pronunciation of the 
word Reaume. 


Random phone calls to residents oi the street provided some, 


interesting answers. Although the majority admitted to calling it 
"Reem," they were not sure if their pronunciations were correct. One, a 
20-year resident of the street, indicated it was "Ree-ome" and another 
thought it should be "Rayoom." 


Still another thought "Rome" was the proper pronunciation. Visitors 


to the city have even more varied pronunciations. 


Whatever way it is pronounced, it is known to be named after 


Charles Reaume, born about 1172 in Canada to a prominent family of 
French descent. In 1779 he was known to have lived in Detroit and in 
1790 settled at Green Bay and had an interest in the Indian fur trade. 


In 1818 he was appointed one of the associate justices of the peace for ' 


Brown County by Gov. Cass. Records indicate that for many years he 
was "under both British and American ownership the only civil 
authority in what is now known as Wisconsin." 


He is believed to have settled on a tract of land on the Rox River near 


Little Rapids in 1818 and died there in 1822.

The evolution of constitutions 


The voters of at least 22 states had before them this fall 


referendum issues involving revision of constitutional law in 
dozens of directions, but most of them reflecting changing 
times, circumstances and needs that their original constitutional 
laws did not anticipate or could not. 


Major themes emerging from the constitutional amendments 


in representative states frequently echo some modifications 
achieved in Wisconsin in recent times, including assurance of 
representative law-making machinery, effective executive 
direction of governmental services more numerous and per- 
vasive than the founders could have imagined, abandonment of 
constitutional requirements now demonstrably obsolete and, 
not the least, the elimination of the rules on finance that were 
appropriate in earlier generations but are often barriers to 
effective organization and operation of government in a rapidly 
urbanizing society. 


What is encouraging about the story is the repeated proof that 


the deliberate, selective amendment process is workable when 
there is a demonstration of need for change and when care is 
taken to provide the utmost guidance and information for the 
citizen as he votes. Here in Wisconsin for years some of the 
impatient and impulsive reformers were fond of denouncing 
what they described as an archaic Wisconsin constitution and 
what they complained was an awkward and difficult process for 
modifying it. 


More reflective critics, including the editors of these columns 


over the years, have insisted that the foundations of government 
should not be modified or eliminated by impulse and in haste and 
that there has been no emergency demonstrated that is too 
exigent as to require the rejection of the whole basic code. 


Thus far that judgment has been vindicated. Repeatedly in 


recent years the people of Wisconsin have accepted proposals 
for change, screened in advance by the legislature, on referen- 
dum ballots that modified or abandoned the rules that were 
thought to be prudent and wise nearly a century and a half 
earlier and were ratified by the handful of voters on the frontier. 
Sometimes such propositions were defeated. Several times they 
were approved upon resubmission. On the whole, the Wisconsin 
revision process has been an efficient and wholesome one, 
reflecting the careful pre-screening by legislative representa- 
tives, and an informed and deliberative response of the private 
citizens. 


That such a conclusion echoes the judgment of a solid 


electoral majority is demonstrated by the total disappearance 
from the campaign stump of those anxious politicians who 
formerly sought to tear down the whole constitutional fabrics by 
way of a new constitutional convention. 


Election reform badly needed 


- 
A soon-to-be released book by the citizens lobby Common 


Cause entitled "Money and Secrecy: A Citizen's Guide to 
Reforming State and Federal Practices" pronounces Wiscon- 
sin's campaign financing law as adequate. If this means the 
Wisconsin law really is better than laws of other states, the 
nation's elective process is in a lot worse shape than most people 
think. 


Again this year, Wisconsin has its doubts about exactly who 


was contributing money to legislative candidates, whether all 
so-called voluntary campaign committees were filing reports, 
whether reporting of large contributions was not held back until 
after the election and whether some political committees were 
not squirrelling away money for the 1974 gubernatorial election 
without filing reports this year. To all that was added a State 
Supreme Court ruling which said an Assembly candidate who 
filed no report had committed an "insubstantial" violation of the 
law as it now stands. 


Wisconsin's law is far from adequate. And the people of the 


state, with the election fresh in mind, should start putting on 
pressure for reform in the 1973 legislature. There is something to 
draw on for guidance, the 1971 federal law which regulates 
presidential and congressional elections. 


The federal law has its faults, the main one being a far from 


safe ceiling for total expenditures. Some other improvements 
are needed in transforming long lists of contributions into public 
knowledge sooner before election day. 


But the law is a start in the right direction. When one W. 


Clement Stone makes a $1 million contribution to the campaign 
of President Nixon, the voters ought to know about it. When 
union political action committees raise $8 million to assist 
candidates, the voters ought to know about it. Through the 
efforts of such groups as Common Cause and the nation's press, 
the new law enabled the voters to have such information before 
the election. 


But providing the voters with such information should be only 


the first step, and the working of the 1971 law should lead to a 
second step — realistic and safe limits on campaign spending. 
The amount of money used in the national elections again was a 
disgrace which leaves public doubts about commitments of 
office-holders to large contributors. 


The same is true on the state level, and the 1973 legislature 


should at least match the language of the new federal law. This 
will take public pressure. The people should make it plain that 
they want to know where campaign money is coming from and 
that the state should have spending limits to erase doubts from 
the election process. 


Black medical students 


The president of the National Medical Association, Dr. 


Edmund S. Casey, has accused American medical schools of 
dragging their feet toward the recruitment of black medical 
students. 


The numbers of such students have increased. Between 1968 


and 1971 the number almost tripled for freshman classes and the 
percentage of blacks in freshman classes jumped from only 2.7 in 
1966 to 7 1 jn 1971. Overall there were 2,056 black medical 
students last year as compared to only 783 in the earlier years. 


But, says Dr. Casey, 600 of the larger figure are at the all-black 


universities of Howard and Meharry. The number of white 
students elsewhere has also increased. Dr. Casey feels that all 
medical schools in the country should aim toward a 12 per cent 
figure which is approximately the proportion of blacks in the 
population of this country 


The trouble is not only one of subtle or overt discrimination 


although both may apply in some places. As with so many higher 
lev-el programs in education, the decades of orientation away 
from academic pursuits in many black families, the poorer 
elementary and secondary educations available to blacks in 
many areas and the subsequent lower standards in some 
primarily black colleges have cut the ranks of applicants. When 
the first push toward black programs began more than a decade 
ago, administrators and admittance directors were scouring 
some areas for more qualified b!ack students Undoubtedly the 
same situation is influential today in the relatively small number 
of blacks and other minority representatives in most medital 
schools. Forthat matter, the percentage of women students also 
continues to be almost minimal. 


The status is not something that c an be willed away or will n 


change in a hurry. But the very fact that there are several 
handicaps to overcome in building bigger percentages of black 
medical students means that greater efforts must be taken

Is good health a campaign issue? 


MADISON —What right does the voter have 


to reliable information on the mental and 
physical health of public officials and, more 
particularly, the candidates who offer them- 
selves for public places that have a substantial 
capacity for affecting the public welfare and 
safety? 


The question has been discussed in muted 


tones for decades. It may be that one of the 
historic contributions of the American election 
political campaigns of this year will be a 
thoughtful review of possible methods of 
disclosure and protective response. 


The episode involving the removal of Sen. 


Eagleton from the Democratic ticket after his 
nomination for the vice presidency may persist 
in the history of the times longer than many of 
the other principal episodes of one of the 
extraordinary elections of the 
national 


experience. 


Tragic political episode 


No one claimed that Sen. Eagleton, obviously 


an attractive and energetic man, was ill at the 
time of his nomination. But the disclosure that 
he had a history of minor mental illness was 
nevertheless the force that led to one of the 
tragic episodes of party politics. 


More recently a New York congressman of 


considerable rank and power died a victim of a 
malignant disease, a few months after 
renomination in a primary election that at- 


tracted national attention, and without a 
disclosure of his condition to his constituents. 


Twenty years ago the Republican voters of 


Wisconsin, more so than those of perhaps any 
other state except his own Ohio, supported Sen. 
Robert A. Taft in a primary election as nominee 
of the Republicans for the presidency. A year 
after the election Sen. Taft died as a victim of an 
incurable malady. 


Earlier, one of the leading men in the history 


of Wisconsin politics was haunted during the 
last years of his career, at the height of his 
influence as a national leader, by unsubstan- 
tiated but nevertheless widespread stories of 
physical weakness. 


Lately the apprehension in responsible 


quarters including the leadership of the state 
bar has led to the devising of machinery to 
certify the disability of judges in the state 
courts, under careful procedures, as a means of 
safeguarding the integrity of the courts and the 
efficient administration of justice. The rule for 
the retirement of such important officers was 
adopted without public fuss or visible resent- 
ment, in part, perhaps, because it was accom- 
panied by an assurance of full retirement 
eligibility for disqualified magistrates. 


The peril of disability of a vice president, real 


or potential, is obvious in the law on constitu- 
tional succession to the presidency in an emer- 
gency. But what about officers of lesser rank? 
Leading law enforcement officials, the head of a 


vital congressional committee, the head of a 
major state agency to which the legislature has 
entrusted powers that frequently rank with its 
own, or the governor? 


This state within the memory of most voters 


middle aged or over elected to the governorship 
a man who died a few days before his 
inauguration. It seems improbable, to put it as 
gently as possible, that a man of his compara- 
tively young years could not have been shown 
to be in poor health before the balloting. 
Nobody asked. Nobody suspected. 


In the same year Wisconsin had re-elected a 


man of more than 80 years as lieutenant 
governor. Under law he succeeded to the top 
office. 


He was affectionately regarded in the state- 


house where he had served a generation 
earlier as a legislator. He quickly cultivated an 
image of pluck and combative independence. 
The statehouse press corps to a man had an 
affectionate regard for him. But every man in 
the reporting corps knew also that he was 
showing the fat**1 disabilities of advanced age. 


Staff and his spouse zealously protected him 


from normal exposure, rationed appointments 
and paper work decisions, and as time ad- 
vanced increasingly took upon themselves the 
responsibility of making decisions in his name. 
Predictably, he succumbed. He was elected 
twice, and served slightly more than four years. 
He died at 87, a legend in his own time.

Treatment must 
fit type of crime 


I wish the public would learn to stop 


using the word "crime" as a composite 
word. Then we might be able to get 
somewhere with the problem. 


If I made a statement about a 


"horse," you would want to know if I 
am referring to a thoroughbred, a 
quarter-horse, or a farm horse; they are 
all equines, but they differ in practical 
ways. 


So it is with "crime." There are at 


least three sorts: there is "organized" 
crime, there is "social" crime, and there 
is "psychopathic" crime. Unless we 
distinguish among them, we cannot 
come to grips with any. 


Organized crime is by far the most 


expensive to society, the most en- 
trenched, and thus the least prosecut- 
ed. It often has deep political and 
economic roots, which can be eradicat- 
ed only through massive Federal ef- 
forts. 


Social crime is committed mostly bv 


young men —and the age gets younger 
every year — who are 
jobless, 


desperate, alienated, and feel they have 
little to lose by turning outlaw. The rise 
in such cnme is part of a widespread 
social malaise that cannot be remedied 
by a "crack-down" or stiffer sentences 
and more prisons, but only by bringing 
these disaffected areas into the main- 
stream of American life, by getting nd of 
the cancer spots that breed these atti- 
tudes 


The third kind —psychopathic cnme 


— has always been with us, and always 
will. These are the especially horren- 
dous crimes of young girls being ab- 
ducted, sexually tampered with, and 
then killed. Nothing in the juridical or 
penal system can "deter" future 
psychopaths. 


The tragedy of this third kind is that 


we now have the diagnostic tools to 
detect such aberrations at an early 
stage — but for reasons of ignorance, 
inertia, and fiscal economy, these tools 
are not utilized, in the schools, in the 
clinics, in all the places where disturbed 
personalities could be isolated and 
treated (or confined, if necessary) 
before their sickness breaks out into 
homicidal violence. 


As long as we confuse these three 


sorts — and simply clamor for more 
"law and order," whatever that may 
mean — the organized criminals will 
continue to go their way relatively 
immune to punishment (a New York 
survey shows that racketeers win dis- 
missal five times as often as other 
defendants), the disaffected young men 
will continue to mug and loot, and the 
psychopaths will remain on the loose 
until it is too late. 


We need a three-pronged campaign, 


on several fronts, to clarify and then to 
effectively combat each form of cnme. 
Until then our fulminations will only 
bnng us closer to a police state without 
ever realistically coming to gnps with 
this tnadic threat to our society

is really a zap! 


A number of letters from readers 


have put me into an introspective 
mood. They are not nasty communica- 
tions, but rather simple, usually very 
polite requests for information. For 
example, a neatly printed note from 
Chicago which said: "I am a high school 
student interested in politics. In one of 
your editorials (a common term, I find) 
you referred to Henry Wallace and I 
would like to know who he was and 
what he stood for. Was he related to 
George Wallace? Your help would be 
appreciated." 


My generational conditioned reflex 


was "Henry Wallace! Who in the Unit- 
ed States doesn't know about Henry 
Wallace?" Then, on second thought, 
Wallace ran in 1948, a number of years 
before this young man was born. Why 
should he know about that Progressive 
Party? As a matter of fact, it wasn't 
even on the ballot in Illinois, a neat 
legal ploy that probably saved the state 
for Harry Truman, who won Illinois by 
less than 35,000 votes. But there I go 
again. Who was Truman? 


How about the missiles? 


The point was rammed home — 


literally — by my almost 18-year-old 
daughter who wandered in the other 
day to ask "What was the Cuban mis- 
sile crisis?" I confess I looked at her in 
astonishment. After all, it was only ten 
years ago that we held our collective 
breath for a week waiting to see 
whether World War III was about to 
erupt. "Don't you remember?" — I 
asked — "We were in Chicago and 
Khrushchev put Russian missiles into 
Cuba and President Kennedy forced 
him to remove them." 


"Who was Khrushchev?" 
By now I had my bearings. She had 


been 7 in the missile crisis and almost 10 
when Khrushchev was deposed. But 
one thing she did remember: that 
several of the neighbors in Chicago had 
rushed off to the Co-op and filled their 
basements with food. (I had settled for 
a case of Scotch.) In short, the Cuban 
missile crisis was when Sandra and 
Jimmy's mommies had loaded up on 
emergency rations. 


This, I think, is the real generational 


gap, the absence of shared experience. 
My wife and I, who celebrated our 25th 
wedding anniversary last June, can 
conduct conversations in a variety of 
short-hand language. "Do you think it 
will be a 64?" "No, a 56." Code? No, the 
question asked whether 1 thought the 
whole Democratic ticket would be 
demolished by a bad licking at the top, 
and the answer was that I think voters 
will behave as they did in 1956, when 
President Eisenhower got a massive 
majority but the Democrats retained 
control of the Senate and House. It was 
a perfectly intelligible exchange 
between two middle-aged political ac- 


tivists, but it would have taken 20 
minutes to explain to our daughter. • /

But in retrospect I think it was good 


We all suffer from what my, 
father called the "Aunt Rosemary, 
complex": somewhere in the famHy 
there was tucked away Aunt Rosemary 
who lived to an incredible age like 99. 
To the end of her days she considered, 
the Philippine Insurrection the only, 
significant war of the century, includ- 
ing two World Wars. Her husband,' a 
regular army non-com, was killed 
fighting the insurgents, In writing a 
column it is useful to keep Aunt 
Rosemary in mind —I just wish I had a 
picture of her to hang over the 
typewriter.

Why stick your neck out 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


I have a question that I would like to 


put to each individual member of the 
community: What are we becoming 
when a six-year-old child's pony is shot 
and blinded for life by a poacher on 
privately owned property and no one 
seems to care, either for the pony or the 
child? 


At 4:00 a.m. Monday morning, Oc- 


tober 30, a rifle was fired into an open 
pasture at a small black and white pinto 
pony mare. The bullet entered through 
her right eye and lodged in the sinuses 
where it must stay due to the great risk 
involved with the attempted removal of 
it. This pony is all of 5 years old, leaving 
at least 25 more years of her life to be 
lived in blindness. And a little six-year 
old girl goes to her stall several times a 
day to visit her, offering her consolation 
and companionship to the frightened 
ahimal. For better than two days the 
trtiy mare trembled from fear and pain. 


• When I called several parties, includ- 


ing the Appleton Police Department 
and Outagamie Sheriffs Department, I 
was told "that's too bad.. .not much we 
can do about it." In effect they were 
saying "that's really tough." Worse yet 
is the fact that the Sheriffs Department 
stated they had sent an investigator 
and that the area was being patroled 
more closely. Upon contacting the 
owner of the stable, Mrs. Gordon 
Schnur, I was informed that there had 
been no investigation conducted and 
that, though she had watched, she had 
seen no more patrol cars than usual. 
Upon calling the Town Hall of Grand 
Chute, Mrs. Schnur was informed that 
a petition to stop hunting in that area 
would be of no use since "this town 
supports the hunters quite avidly."

projected deficit of $27 billion for the 
current year.

since the $25-bilhon deficit of 1968. 
The 1971 deficit was $23.033 billion.

Pentagon prepares for new round 
of base closings, civilian job cuts 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — With the 


election over, the P e n t a g o n is 
preparing a new round of base-clos- 
ings and reductions that will eliminate 
thousands of civilian defense jobs. 


The cutbacks probably will not be 


announced until after Congress re- 
turns in January, defense sources said 


The base cuts are being planned in 


response to President Nixon's orders 
to trim the rolls of civil service 
employes and Defense Secretary 
Melvm R. Laird's promise to Congress 
to absorb $1.5 billion in budget cuts 
this fiscal year. 


Just before the 1972 election year 


began, David Packard left office as 
deputy secretary of defense with a 
parting complaint that the Pentagon 
could save $1 billion a year by closing 


- unneeded bases, were it not for 
" political constraints. 
; 
The Army, Navy and Air Force long 


• have wanted to shut down a number 
| of bases they consider marginal. But, 
' anticipating election year protests 
' from congressmen and senators with 
' large numbers of defense employes 
among their constituents, they waited. 


Now the "political realities," as one 


Pentagon official termed them, are 
temporarily over though the list of 
bases most likely to be closed or cut 
back is being kept under wraps for 
the time being. 


However, the Army is known to be 


planning a reorganization that, among 
other things, likely would merge the 
First Army headquarters at Ft. Meade, 
M d . , a n d t h e T h i r d A r m y 
headquarters in Atlanta, eliminating 
one of them The Army also is expected 
to recommend retrenching helicopter 
traimng-and-maintenance bases now 
that American forces are virtually out 
of Vietnam. 


Some sources indicate that possibly 


two nava! shipyards, one on each 
coast, might be shut down. They were 
not named either. 


Nixon gave a fresh indication of 


things to come last week when he 
said in a published interview that 
civilian defense employes "are getting 
in the way of each other over in the 
Pentagon and around the country" 
and that "they are going to have to 
take a thinning down." 


Lost of operettists 
Rudolf Friml dies 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - R u d o l f 


Fnml, last of the great operettists, 
died Sunday night. He was 92. 


The diminutive, Prague-born com- 


poser of "Rose Marie" and "The 
Vagabond King" succumbed after a 


- lengthy illness at Presbyterian Hos- 
, pital. 


He had entered the hospital on Oct. 


"5 for treatment of the undisclosed 


"• \ illness. Last February he was hospil- 
•*alized for internal bleeding. 


He was known as the last of the 


-big three operettists, along with 
Victor Herbert and Sigmund Rom- 
' berg. But besides his 33 operettas, he 
- composed numerous works in other 
-J forms and was renowned as a pianist. 
-. 
An operetta is a light, amusing, 


Soften farcical musical-dramatic work 
7 with an inconsequential plot, cheerful 
_" music and spoken dialogue. Friml was 
^classified as a romanticist who 
,1 favored themes of the swashbuckling 
-fpast. His works were strong on 
- melody. 


He wrote his first operetta, 


"Firefly," in 1912 and was active into 
his 90s. 


"I'm so full of music that, if I don't 


sit down and let some of it flow, I 
think I would burst from the pres- 
sure," he said in an interview two 


"years ago. At the time, he was 


composing a concerto dealing with 


• the Russian invasion of his native 
^ Czechoslovakia a few years earlier. 
~~* 
He wrote such popular songs as 


^'"Indian Love Call" and "Donkey 
",* Serenade," which he later called an 
'"abortion." He never would name his 
f a v o r i t e . 


The son of a poor baker, Friml would 


chuckle when remembering his first 
piano teacher. 


He said she "threw tip her arms in 


despair. That boy is crazy. He won't 
play the scales. He wanders all over the 
piano.' Who could accept the fact that 


' age 4 years old I already was compos- 


ing!" 


Friml later studied at the Prague 


Conservatory and was a student of 
Czech composer Antonin Dvorjak. He 
first came to the United States in 1901 
on a concert tour as accompanist for 
violinist Jan Kubelik. 


He returned to this country in 1906 


and, six years later, got his first big 


break when musical-comedy star Em- 
ma Trentini split up with Victor Her- 
bert and commissioned Friml to write 
an operetta for her. 


It was "Firefly." After about nine 


years away from the limelight, he wrote 
a string of successes that gave him 
a lasting place among American com- 
posers. He became a naturalized U.S. 
citizen in 1925.

"In the early '20s, everybody said I 


was finished," he said. "Two years later, 
I came out with three hits in a row: 
'Rose Marie,' 'Vagabond King' and 
Three Musketeers.' " Friml came to 
Hollywood in 1932, writing scores for 
motion pictures and composing many 
works for violin, cello and piano. 


"You can shake music out of your 


sleeve, Rudy," Irving Berlin once told 
Friml, who loved melody and had an 
abiding distaste for modern composers 
with a penchant for dissonance. One 
was Igor Stravinsky. 


"He takes a strain, wraps it in discord 


and plays it as badly as he can," Friml 
said of the late composer. "He should 
not sleep nights for putting out such 
things. It is terrible to the ear." 


Friml lived with his fourth wife, Kay, 


to whom he was married in 1952, in a 
sprawling home atop the Hollywood 
Hills. 


There, he practiced on one of two 


grand pianos, received a steady flow of 
guests and often startled them with 
denunciations 
of rock 
'n' 
roll, 


emphasized by swivel-hip steps in the 
manner of a 15-year-old amid sarcastic 
cries of "Yai Ya! Ya!" 


"Isn't that type of music just awful?" 


he'd ask. 


In addition to his wife, Friml is sur- 


vived by a son, Rudy Jr. of Los Angeles. 


Funeral services are pending.

A 5 per cent cutback in the present 


civil service force in the Defense 
Department would amount to about 
55,000 people. Officials hope that 
much of this can be accomplished 
through normal attrition — retire- 
ments, resignations and deaths. 


Laird already has announced two 


base-closing and reduction packages 
affecting 677 installations in the 
United States and abroad. Many of 
these were to be phased out over a 
period of years. The last base-closing 
orders ware made public in March, 
1970. 


Pentagon sources say 392 military 


installations have been closed since 
Nixon took office in January 1969, 
eliminating 154,500 civilian jobs and 
saving $3.7 billion annually. 


As a result of these base actions, 


Pentagon officials say nearly 273,000 
military slots were eliminated. This 
was during the time when the armed 
services were being squeezed down 
from a Vietnam war peak of about 
3.5 m i l l i o n men. The total of 
Americans now in uniform is about 
2.4 million.

One important state chairman 
told us, "The Democratic party cannot 
afford keeping Jean Westwood" — a 
change from last Monday. A big city 
leader put it more colorfully: "These 
goddamn fools turned off every 


Democrat in the country and we've got 
to ride them out of town." 


So, Democratic governors plan to 


meet in St. Louis Dec. 3. Democratic 
state chairmen confer in Washington a 
week earlier. Whether the mainstream 
party leaders fare any better than they 
did in trying to stop McGovern is now 
the first major test for the Democratic 
party in the aftermath of its worst 
presidential defeat in history.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: For 15 years my 


husband has not been able to take 
a bath without stinging as if he has a 
terrible rash. Only there is no rash on 
his body. 


This stinging lasts for about 45 


minutes every time his body gets moist, 
even from perspiration or any contact 
with water. It is worse from the neck 
down to to waist. — Mrs. M.B.T. 


This is a strange and rather uncom- 


mon condition probably caused by a 
short of allergic reaction of body cells 
to water. 


It appears to result from the release 


of certain substances from the cells, 
either histamine or what is called sero- 
tonin, which bring on the stinging or 
itching sensation. Often there is a rash 
associated with it. 


If the released substance is his- 


tamine, then treatment with an an- 
tihistamine can be effective. Antihis- 
tamines, though, according to some 
studies, willl not have as effect if the 
released substance is serotonin. 
However, other drugs (Percactin is 
one) can be effective. 


The drugs are usually prescribed to 


be taken about an hour before a bath. 


The drugs should not be attempted 


without consultation with a physician. 


Sometimes respond to simpler treat- 


ments. For example, brief exposures to 
water a few minutes at a time every 15 
or 20 minutes may create a tolerance so 
that the individual can take a bath in 
relative comfort. 


I would normally suspect some subs- 


tance, say his particular bath soap or 
maybe a deodorant, as a possible cause1 


of his reaction. But, since you say this 
has been going on for 15 years, I suspect 
you have tried your own detective 
work along these lines. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Everyone seems 


to have a different idea about the caf- 
feine content of coffee, tea and cola 
drinks. What about the decaffeinated 
coffees which claim to be 97 per cent 
caffeine free? Is this really a significant 
reduction? —R.E. 


A six-ounce cup of coffee runs about 


18 milligrams of caffeine per ounce, or a 
bit over 11 milligrams per cup. (One 
milligram is 1730,000 of an ounce.) 


Tea, depending on how strongly it is 


brewed, runs 12 to 15 mg. per ounce, or 
somewhat below coffee. And cola 
drinks run 3 to 4 mg. per ounce. 


Decaffeinated coffee does just what 


it claims to do — 2 to 4 mg. per cup,, 
which is about 3 per cent of the caffeine 
in a regular cup of coffee.

lengthy delays in more than 50 
highway construction projects which 
won't be completed this year, state 
highway officials said Saturday. 


"We can't blame the contractors," 


said Charles Aten, chief construction 
engineer for the Highway Division. 
"They've been trying to stop the rain 
just as much as we have." 


Aten, just back from a 1,200-mile 


inspection of uncompleted projects, 
said many "just look terrible—a sea 
of mud. It's been the worst cons- 
truction season in my recollection." 


At this late date, there is virtually 


no chance that uncompleted projects 
could dry out enough to permit 
completion, he said, and motorists will 
find few of the projects interfering 
with traffic. 


Construction crews are hustling to 


complete jobs with the highest 
priority, another official said, 
although landscaping and permanent 
signs might have to wait until spring.
